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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on December 19, 2002 is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.

Claims 1-20 are pending. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a method/system for identifying products 
that possess certain aesthetic and physical features comprising the steps of; displaying 
samples of variation of a color selected by a user; indicating a variation of a color 
selected by a user; comparing the selected product offerings with the variation of color, 
aesthetic criterion, and physical criterion selected by the user; in combination with other 
steps/means of independent claims 1 , 9, 13 and 17. 

Although, Masters (US 2002/0006602) discloses a computerized interior design 
expert system by allowing a homeowner to enter interior design requirement and 
selecting interior design treatment according to the homeowner's design requirement, 
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but Masters fails to teach or fairy suggest the invention as specified in claims 1 , 9, 13 
and 17 of instant application. 

Now claims 1-20 are allowed.
